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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-5,7-18,21-28 and 30-38 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
closest prior art of record is Gombocz et al. (' Gombocz ' hereinafter) (Publication 
Number 2002/01 56792), which teaches interfaces to synchronize object data types with 
other data contained in off-line and/or legacy databases or external applications 
(paragraph [0205], lines 4-12), however it fails to teach a back end server acting as a 
single and centralized repository and source for each data type used or obtained by any 
of a plurality of middle-tier servers, these limitations being indicated in claim 1 as "the 
database of the back end server acts as a repository for each data type used by any of 
the plurality of middle tier servers, and the back end server acts as a single and 
centralized source from which each of the plurality of middle tier servers obtains all data 
types used by any other of the plurality of middle tier servers", in claim 10 as " the 
database of the backend server acts as a repository for each data type used by any of 
the plurality of middle tier servers, and the back end server acting as a single and 
centralized source from which all middle tier servers obtain all data types used by any 
other of the plurality of middle tier servers", in claim 17 as "the back end server acting 
as a repository for storing each data type used by any of the plurality of middle tier 
servers, the back end server acting as a single and centralized source from which all 
middle tier servers obtain all data types used by any other of the plurality of middle tier 
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servers", in claim 21 as "wherein the database of the back end server acts as a 
repository for storing each data type used by any of the plurality of middle tier servers, 
and the back end server acting as a single and centralized source from which all middle 
tier servers obtain all data types used by any other of the plurality of middle tier 
servers", in claim 25 as "wherein the database of the back end server acts as a 
repository storing each data type used by any of the plurality of middle tier servers, and 
the back end server acting as a single and centralized source from which each of the 
plurality of middle tier servers obtains all data types used by any other of the plurality of 
middle tier servers", and in claim 37 as " the back end SQL server acts as a repository 
for each data type used by any of the plurality of middle tier servers as a single and 
centralized source from which each of the plurality of middle tier servers obtains all 
extendable assemblies corresponding to all data types used by any other of the plurality 
of middle tier servers".
